Firstly, please accept my best wishes for the upcoming holiday season. 


| have been talking with our colleagues in Budapest about the possibility of setting up your co-factor 
PCR initiative in Hungary. There are about four hundred HIV cases to screen. There are also many 
AIDS cases, some under therapy. 


One question we have for you: is there is a possibility to organise funding from your Foundation? Is 
there a formula for approaching your group? We could then organise a prospective review suitable 
for publication. 


We are interested in testing the HIV and HIV/AIDS cases with your multiplexed test as now 
available, and also perhaps altered with treponemal primers added, as you offered. We are also 
interested in the whole blood syphilis PCR test as developed in the laboratories of Karoly Nagy. We 
would then compare the direct PCR detection with the syphilis serologic tests, and the patient 
histories, as you originally proposed to me a few months ago. We would as well control for many 
aspects of HIV infection, and other potential AIDS co-factor infections.
